the benefit of the public. If any more ex- 
Penses come up I guess we wilt have to go into 
the philanthropic business,” 


“People Ready to Consider It.” 

President H. G. Hetzler of the Metropolitan 
Elevated railroad company said: 

I have not heard anything recently of this 
consolidation talk. It was talked about a 
good deal a year ago. but it died out then, and 
if any one ig reviving it I have not been in- 
formed. The condition is about the same as it 

»Was then. People are ready to talk about it, 
but nothing definite or tangible has been 
done.“ 

W. W. Gurley, the lawyerswho is supposed 
to be Interested in the elevated railroad deal, 
is in New York and will not be back for sev- 
eral days. His friends say his presence there 
has nothing to do with this new scheme. 

There's nothing definite in sight yet.“ 
said Thies J. Lefens, a director of the alley 
L.,“ “and the subject has not been raised 
Meept for preliminary consideration. I don’t 
know that it will be brought before a meeting 
of the directors, but if it is I feel sure that no 
expression of approval or condemnation will 
be given until the basis of the consolidation 
fs settled. It will be a hard proposftion to 
tackle, and some time will be required to ar- 
range the details so that they will be satisfac- 
tory to all the companies.” 


Rig Job, but Public Ready. 

Putting the elevated railroads together 
involves Harmonizing the owners of more 
than $104.000,000 of stocks and bonds. Over 
#ix years ago Blair & Co. of New York began 
the task, but have been unable to accomplish 
it, although they now control the Nerth- 
western, Oak Park, and Union loop. 


But since Blair & Co. began conditions 


have changed, and what the New York firm 
. #aw six years ago was the logical outcome of 
the situation is now becoming apparent to 
the public at large. The total mileage in- 
volved in the elevated roads is something 
over 166. . While the gross earnings of all the 
roads last year was over $7,900,000, none of 
them is paying dividends except the South 
Side elevated, which is on a 3 per cent basis, 
having, however. just reduced the rate from 
per cent. Some years ago the Metropolitan 


paid dividends on its preferred stock, but 


these were discontinued. The Lake street 
has never paid since it was opened. Instead 
of paying it has reported annual deficits. 


Large Saving; Better Service. 
The roads last year carried more than 
156,000,000 passengers. The roads have a 
- book surplus of $4,734,492. It is estimated 
that a consolidation would not only serve the 
puh ie, but would result in a saving at once 
of 000 a year in operating expenses, and 
within a few yeare this would reach $500,000. 
In view of the record of no dividends, it is 
understood that those who are working to 
consolidate the properties cannot see their 
way to offer the city a percentage of income. 
but instead to contribute universal transfers 
and better accommodation.

The largest sum expended for a 
meal during the trip was 15 cents, and that 
sumptuous repast was secured in a Cincinnati 
restaurant where the atmosphere and crock- 
ery were thick.

He not 
only remained away from home four days but 
found ‘“‘hoboing’’ such good sport that he 
traversed the whole of the southern and west- 
ern states before he decided to return and 
claim his dollar. 


Cooks Mulligan“ for Mother. 


Yowhg Schick is now an adept in the jargon 
and methods of subsistence of the hobo. 
Since his return the Schick housebold has had 
considerable difficulty in following his con- 
versation. He has persisted in going into the 
kitchen and cooking a dish called Mulll- 
gan,“ which is a hash made from pickups ”’ 
or ** handouts.” Mrs. Schick consented to 
his cooking the mess one evening and since 
then they haven't cared much for anything 
in the way of food. 

After Alex.“ as his mother calls him, had 
been away from home three days the [ollow- 
ing postal was received from him: 


Dear Me—Am in Lima, O. The first night I was 
on the road I slept in a box car, the second in a 
mission house, and the third in a jail. That's going 
some. Tou can never #tarve to death on the road, 
because the people take too much pity on you this 
time of the year. Love to all. ALEX. 

The boy went to New Orleans via section 
car, freight train, and the blind of a bag- 
gage coach. In Birmingham he was thrown 
into jail for trying to establish sleeping quar- 
ters in a box car. It was a “rummy burg,” 
he said, and he “ beat it for the west when 
he was released, traveling night and day. 
When he reached Arizona and begah to rub 
up against Chinamen, Japanese, and Mex- 
jeans, his ideas about the pity of people 
shown wanderers underwent. radical 
changes. He stalked the desert three days, 
hungry and thirsty, before he succeeded in’. 
“ swinging a blind.“ ‘ 


Chased ‘by Police.

Enthusiastic dry“ advocates ingist that not 
more than thirty-five will survive the present 


storm. A pecullarly stringent form of local 


option prevails in that district, and it ap- 
pears few of the saloonkeepers have suc- 
ceeded in securing the required number of 
signatures to secure license renewals. 


Residents Withhold Permission. 
Under the law it is necessary for each 
saloonkeeper to secure the signatures of the 
majority of the residents living within a 
redius of his saloon before securing a new 
license. Until recently this was understood 


to mean that the signatures were 


only to open a new saloon. Corporation Coun- 


sel Brundage, however, ruled that the sig- 


natures must be renewed with each license 
renewal, Hence, the failure of many saloon 
keepers to appear at the city hall yesterday 
as applicants for new licenses. 

In Forty-eighth avenue alone there are 
twenty saloons, every one of which, it was 
said yesterday, would be compelled to close. 
Austin churchgoers have been bending their 
efforts for some time to close these oons 
and, they believe they have succeeded. Al- 
ready a majority of the residents in the halt 
mile limit have affixed thejr mapeatuted to 
anti-saloon petitions. : 

Forty-eighth avenue is just without the 
confines of Austin, but the residents of this 
pronibition locality did not like the presence 
of saloons even among their neighbors, and 
took up the fight against them. 

It doesn’t look tonight as if a single one 
of those saloons would remain open,” said 
the Rev. A. H. Harnly, who has taken a 
prominent part in the fight. The people have 
been aroused against gem and, I believe, it 
has been impossible for any of them to get 
the required number of signatures to again 
secure licenses."’ 

The Garfield Park Protective association 
meanwhile has been active in securing 
signatures to petitions which will be used 
against the remaining 115 saloons in other 
parts of the district. ., 

At the office of City Collector Magerstadt 
the assistants were busily engaged in raking 
in the money from other and more fortunate 
saloonkeepers. They said none ot the saloon- 
keepers in this district had appeared to se- 
cure licenges. 

Change Habits or Close Doors. 

Another district which will suffer—or en- 
joy, according to the point of view—the loss 
of many saloons is the west side levee dis- 
trict. Chief of Police Shippy, Assistant 
Chief Schuettler. and Inspector McCann, 
who has the guardianship of that district, all 
asserted emphatically that no amount of li- 
censes would cause them to tolerate the qual- 
ity of saloons that have been doing business 
in that district in the past. 

„We art going to enforce this order to the 
letter,” said Inspector McCann in the after - 
noon. These saloons must change their 
habits or they must close their doors. I 
don't much care which they do. Unescorted 
women will not be permitted in any of them, 
swinging doors must be closed, and they must 
be kept as strictly within the limits of the 
law as if they were in the best nne “dh 
trict in Chicago.“ 

“That means that a majority lot the ‘le 
loons in the district will go out of business, 
doesn't it?’’ the inspector was asked. 

It probably will before fall,“ answered 
the inspector. ‘‘ Just now the summer sea- 
son is coming on and it doesn't take much to 
Keep a saloon going. However, when the 
saloons are brought strictly to time they 
won't find it quite so profitable here.“ 

Saloon Men Call It Hardship. 

The saloonkeepers consider the new regu- 
lations which will work so great change in 
what ig considered the most disreputable 
district in Chicago a hardship.

Creditors Have Doubts.

It happened that the officers were in plain ‘

Upon search- 
ing him the policemen found the revolver, 
which caused Judge Beitler at the Harrison 
street couff to fine him $25 and costs for car- 
rying concealed weapons. 

Upon his return to the quiet fold of Heck 
hall Pearson made a full report of his adven-

Seems So Strange to Him. . 
“Tt seems so strange,” Pearson said, to 
think that that 1 should have gone down there 


with the best of motives and that instead of 


accomplishing my purpose or securing mate- 
rial for my thesis I wae arrested as any com- 
mon ‘hobo’ for carrying concealed weapons. 
“I know I should have not gone alone, but 
I did not want fo ask any one to go with me, 
I put a revolver in my pocket in order to be 
prepared for an emergency. I went around 
the places for awhile, but I did not onoe 
go in, and 1 had no idea of shooting any one. 
The judge who fined me told me that my tul- 
tion for my experience would cost me $25 
and costs, and thet I had better stay in 
Fvanston hereafter, because the second lee- 
gon might cost me more, I think that he was 
tight.

LIFE SAVERS BRAVE DEATH 
IN FIGHT T0 REACH SHIP. 


Crew at Zachs Inlet, Fire Island, Puts 
Out Late at Night—Revenue Cutter

New York, April 30.—The life saying crew 
at Zache inlet, Fire island, launched their 
surfboat in a tumbling: sea late tonight in a 
desperate attempt to reach a vessel that was 
firing signals of distress from a bar outside 
the inlet.

While John Moulds raves in the Dunning 
asylum and calls constantly for his wife she 
is detained at the immigrant station tn Boston 
because she is an alien and cannot show that 
she is able to support herselr. 

She arrived yesterday on the Saxonia in re- 
sponse to a cablegram from the Chicago po- 
lice informing her of the condition of her 
husband, who came to this country from 
England three years ago and went to work 
here, Moulds made good wages as an expert 
machinist, and besides supporting his family 
of nine children in England managed to save 
3500.

of the explosion had subsided, and in a few 
minutes only its bridge was visible above the 
water. 

The entire ship's company of 415 officers. 
and men, including the naval cadets, were 
hurled or leaped into the water. Boats from 
other cruisers were immediately put out and 
175 men were saved. 

Many of the victims are believed to have 
been Killed outright by the force of the ex- 
plosion, and others are thought to have been 
so badly injured that they were unable even 
to keep themselves afloat in the water after 
the cruiser sank. 


Cruiser’s Record Interesting. 

The Matsushima had an interesting rec- 
ord. It was one of the older boats of the 
Japanese navy, having been built in 1890. 
Its displacemént was 4,277 tons. Its arma- 
ment consisted of one twelve inch and twelve 
four inch guns, a battery of small caliber 
riflea, and four water torpedo tubes. 

It took a prominent part in the Japanese- 
Chinese war, having been used as the flag- 
ship of Admiral Ito, and did most- effective: 
work in the battle of the Yalu river. 

Soon after the close of the war with China 
the Matsushima was converted into a train- 
ing ship, and the part it played in-the Russv- 
Japanese war was limited to its participation 
in the battle of the Sea of Japan. 5 

The last great aceident to the Japanese 


navy occurred on Sept. 9, 1907, when a pro- 
jectile exploded as it was about to be loaded 


into the starboard 10 inch gun of the battle- 
ship Kashima after target practice in the 
Rea of Japan. As a result five men who were 
handling the gun were killed. 


Gloom Felt in America. 

Mme. Uryu, widow of the admiral,. was one 
of. the pioneer girl students sent from Japan 
to the United States. After her graduation in 
that country she became a professor in a 
girle’ higher normal school. 

Vice Minister Chinda, whose sons are 
counted among the victims, is well known in 
thé United States, having served as consul at 
San Francisco. 

The wife of Prince Oyama is a graduate of 
Vasear college and has a wide circle of 
friedds in the United States. The gloom cast 
over 1 capital by the disaster will, there- 
fore, be shared by numerous college friends 
of the bereaved — here.

Frederick Brown Whitney, 
an attorney at law, admitted that he was 
the author of the anonymous letters of Feb. 


4 18 and Feb. 15 to the representative of the 


Detroit Free Press and State Senator Frank 
Edinborough of Michigan, which have fig- 
ured so prominently in the investigation. 
The admission of,Mr. Whitney was made 
in the form of an effidavit, which was read 
by his counsel, former United States Senator 
Thurston of Nebraska. oO 
Mr. Thurston stated that Mr. Whitney is 
{ll in the Garfield ‘hospital, | 
that it would be impossible for him to appear 


‘| before the committee. 


In the afndavit Mr. Whitney stated that 
from 1901 to 1904 he was clerk to the com- 
mittee on naval affairs of the house of rep- 
resentatives; that shortly thereafter he be- 
came second vice president of the Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat company, which position he re- 
tained until May 19, 1906; that he is now 
vice president of the Lake Submarine com- 
pany, an independent organization. 


Why Letters Were Written. 


The reasons for writing the anonymous let- 
ters were given by Mr. Whitney as follows: 

„That of his own initiation he undertook 
what appeared to him at the time to be not. 
improper methods to have brought to the at- 
tention of congress the methods which he had 
believed had been pursued by the. Electric 
Boat company in their endeavor to secure 
through congressiona: action what mig be 
termed exclusive legislation which would 
shut out competition and prevent the Lake 
T o Boat company from competing in 
the United States for submarine torpedo boat 
construction.“ 

Reference is to be made to anonymous com- 
munications’ sent by Mr. Whitney to a New 
York newspaper, and the affidavit continues: 

„ Said deponent sent said communications 
ard said statements to said newspapers, be- 
lieving that Representative Loud had voted 
for an exclusive appropriation for subma- 
rines of a certain type, but that he subse- 
quently learned that Representative Loud 
voted by letter for submarines without con- 
dition and he deeply regrets the wrong and 
injustice.so done by him to Representative 
Loud, who was innocent of all suspicions en- 
tertained by deponent concerning him.” 


Believed Inquiry Would Come. 

Mr. Whitney in his affidavit says that when 
he sent these anonymous communications 
he had good reason to believe that a resolu- 
tion would be introduced fm the house of rep- 
resentatives fOr an investigation of the 
methods of the Electric Boat company and its 
predecessor, the Holland Boat company. He 
further says that he sent newspaper clip- 
pings to some members of the naval commit- 
tee and may have sent to Representative 
Lilley before Feb. 20, 1908—the date of the 
introduction of! Mr. Lilley’s resolution of 
inquiry~newspaper clippings, including the 
figures of alleged: excessive cost of sub- 
marines—namely: $1,476,296. 

In conclusion the, affidavit states that Mr. 
Whitney has no personal knowledge from 
which he could give any evidence to sustain 
any of the charges of Representative Lilley. 

In announcing the close of the open sessions 
of the committee Chairman Boutell said that

It will be able to 
cover the whole ground by recommending 
the passage of the bill to repeal the duties 
om the two articles now in possession of 
the ways and means committee. 

A prima facie case has already been 
made out by those who are asking for the. 
passage of tiie bill. Congress being aware 
of that should not adjourn until the com- 
mittee shall have reported and the subject 
been disposed of. 

NAVAL CASUALTIES, 

If the casualties resulting from acci- 
dents on warships in April be grouped to- 
gether they represent the equivalent of a 
brisk sea action between hostile squad- 
rons. The peaceful preparations for war 
have been almost as costly as war itself. 
There has been a curious sequence of dis- 
asters, big and little, beginning with the 
sinking of the torpedo boat Tiger of the 
British navy off the Isle of Wight April 
2 and including the destroying of the Jap- 
anese training ship Matsushima yester- 


While carelessness may have played: 
some part in this series of .oaval acci- 
dents they probably are attributable to the 
fact that the spring maneuvers were be- 
gun in April and that a percentage of 
danger cannot be removed from the mimic 
warfare with which the navies are pre- 
pared for the serious business for which 
they exist. The American navy, although 
its battieship fleet now is engaged in the 
most extended cruise undertaken in peace, 


has escaped contributing ite share to the 


total, and it is the hope of the country 
that the men responsible for it may bring 
it back to the Atlantie coast with as clean 
a record as it has to date. a 

Thirty-six lives were lost when the 
British ‘cruiser Berwick: rammed the Ti- 
ger. Twenty-eight were lost when the 
cruiser Gladiator was sunk by the Ameri- 
can liner St. Paul. The torpedo boat 
Gala was run down by the scout cruiser 
Attentive, but was got sunk and only 
one life was lost. A boiler explosion on 
the battleship Britannia injured five sail- 
ors. But. the explosion on the Japanese 
training ship Matsushima is reported to 
have destroyed the majority of the offi- 
cers, cadets, and sailors on board, the 
dead being approximately 200. 

In one or two jnstances a court of in- 
quiry has absolved the responsible officers 
from blame. Even in peace the men who 
handle high explosives and the tremen- 
contained 
within a modem warship cannot be as- 
sured immunity from danger. 


METHODS Vs. METHODS. 


The chairman of the executive commit- 
tee of the Rock Island-Frisco system has 
been one of the most prominent of the few 
railroad ‘men who recognized the justice 
aud wisdom of President Roosevelt's pol- 
icy of railroad regulation.

Abductions, elopements, murders, rebel- 
Hons, forgeries, and arson all figure in ite 
annals. Numbers of ite members have suc- 
cumbed to violence, several of them having 
perished on the scaffold, the last one to ley 


his head on the block having been Lord 


Lovat, surnamed The Traitor.” 

As none of his three sons, one of whom was 
Gen. Simon Fraser of the American revolu- 
tionary war, left any male issue, the vast 
estates passed at their death early in the 
last century to the senior descendant of the 
fourth Lord Fraser. 

He was the grandfather of the present peer. 
Queen Victoria conferred upon him an Eng- 


lish peerage under the title of Lord Lovat, | 


and subsequently he secured from the crown 
and parliam the removal of the attainder 
that rested upon the patent of the Scotch 
barony of Lovat, created in 1458, and at- 
tainted at the time of the trial and condemne- 
tion of the eleventh lord—namely: “ The 
Traitor.“ 
— 

There have been many claims put forward 
by people on both sides of the Atlantic to the 
Scoteh barony of Lovat and to the Fraser 
estates, among others being John Fraser, 
recently a debt collector of Winnipeg. 

Most of them base their pretensions on 
alleged descent from Alexander Fraser, the 
elder brother of The Traitor,” and whe 
was pérsuaded by the latter to disappear in 
order that Le might usurp bis rank and prop- 
erty. 

The Fraser estates are large, those in In- 
verness-ghire alone extending over some 300,- 
000 acres. The principal country seat of Lord 
Lovat is Beaufort castie, which has been 
rented in turn to the late er N 
bill and to Henry Phipps. 

Lord Lovat, who, like his father, ts ‘ Roman 
Catholic, and who, moreover, is unmarried 
and good looking, did good service during the 
Boer war, raising exclusively from the mem- 
bers of his clan a large corps of mounted 
infantry, equipped and maintained at his 
expense, who were known as Lovat's scouts, 
and who rendered themselves most useful 
during the „ 


Countess Lydia N the well known 
Russian authoress and playwright, who was 
to have visited the United States thie month, 
has been placed in mourning by the death 
of hei brother-in-law, Count Tornielll, am- 
bassa dor of Italy in Paris and dean of the 
diplomatic corps.

The climatie 
characteristics of the zones are outlined in 
sinyple and vivid form, and a.survey is given 
of some of the relations between weather and 
climate and a few of the more tmportant dis- 
eases. As a conclusion we have a discussion 
of: the historic and periodic changes of clj- 
mate. 

Speaking of tuberculosis, Prof. Ward says 
that while it is leas frequent in high altitudes 
and in arid or semi-arid regions, climate 
in those places is not so much the controlling 
factor as is sparseness of population and 
infrequency of communication with the out-

Hints from a Gardener. 

If one lacks elther space, time, er strength 
for the cultivation of both vegetables and 
flowers, the vegetables may take the >lace 
of the flowers with no loss of beauty. 

Pumpkin, squash, or citron vines will climb 
as readily as a so-called purely ornamental 
vine; their follage is luxuriant and free 
from insects; their golden, trumpet shaped 
flowers are béautiful; the fruits are strik-. 
ingly ornamental and mighty good when 
served on the dining table. 

There are new sorts of tomatoes and cu- 
cumbers, too, that are climbere and well 
worth growing. The pole beans, either Lima 
or string varieties, are as beautiful in every 
respect as the flowering sorts, and have 
the added virtue of furnishing aelicious beans 
for the table. The bush beans are also fine 
plants for the mixed garden because of their 
beauty as well as their abundant bearing.

COLD WAVE REACHES TEXAS.

} ferers from Storm. 


Frost and snow did much damage to fruit 
and vegetation in nearly all states of the 
upper and central Mississippi valley in the 
last twenty-four to thirty-six hours. The 
unexpected visit from winter is reported as 
far wonth as Texas and as far east as Pitts 
burg. 

In Iilinols, quinces, strawberries, currants, 
potatoes; sweet corn, and grapes suffered. 
but apples, peaches, and other fruits high 
above ground escaped serious damage. 

Garden truck and grain were hurtin Texas, 
but fruit was not affected. 

Oskaloosa, Ia., fruit growers are in doubt 
as to the extent of oss from the twenty- 
seven degree drop in temperature there. 
Other Iowa points believe great damage 
has been tne result. 

Storm General in Ohio. 

Heavy, wet snow fell in the Cincinnati 
region, delaying treffic and breaking the 
branches of trees. Cleveland dispatches state 
that the storm is gener A throughout Ohio 
and that should cold weatwer continue, fruit 
will be hurt. The recent warm spell brought 


| out vegetation to an unusual extent. 


The mercury fell thirty-three degrees in 
Kentucky. Two inches of snow is reported 
from several cities. The races at Lexington 
were postponed. 

Vegetables and fruits were slightly af- 
fected by frost in Kansas and Missouri. 


Northern States Lose Thousands. 

Rain followed a two inch snow at Pittsburg 
and the temperature is two degrees abovs 
freezing. Unless it gets colder it is believed 
vegetation will escape ‘injury. 

Thousands of acres of garden products and 
hundreds of flower beds were ruined by frost 
in western Wisconsin and southern Minne- 
sota. Fruit buds were killed and straw- 
berry plants frozen at a loss of many thou- 
sands of dollars.

SPEAKS TO TRAFFIC MEN. 

Creamery Freight Rate to Be An- 

nounced by Judge Kohl- 
saat on May 12. 


A federal board of control which shall take 
over the work of the various state railroad 
commissions and obviate much litigation and 
legal jurisdiction disputes between federal, 
and state courts was advocated by C. W. 
Mott, general immigration agent of the 
Northern Pacific railroad, in a luncheon a4- 
dress yesterday before the Traffic club at 
the Grand Pacific hotel. 

“The traffic departments-of all rallroads 
during the last year and a half have been in 
a kaleidoscopic form.“ said Mr. Mott, and 
I think that if one central body could advise 
and govern, many changes would be made 
which would be beneficial both to the raii- 
roads and to the public. N 

“In the case of a road which traverses, 
seven or eight different states and is subject 
to the dietation of as many. different state 
railroad commissions a traffic manager has: 
to be governed largely by gentlemen some of 
whom have not had much training in or 
knowledge of the business they are endeav-: 
oring to direct. The recent decision of tle 
Minnesota rate case by the United States 
Supreme court is a help in the right direction, :

“Our. eommercial life and trade relations 
have become so broad and. extensive and the: 
railroad and steamshipNines have developed 
interstate trade to such an extent that we 
virtually have outlived the doctrine of state.

with one central body, under federal laws 
which will be absolutely fair and equitable:
